Protesters criticize Gonzales’ work as former Attorney General

While students and 
residents gathered inside the 
Elam Center for Alberto 
Gonzale s' speech Thursday 
even i ng* o the rs h u dd led 
outside with signs in hand 
demanding that the former 
US. attorney general be 
tried as a war criminal. 

Concerned students and 
citizens gathered to stage a 
protest at about 6:30 p.m. 
Oct. 22 in an attempt to 


call attention to Gonzales’ 
controversial association 
with wiretapping* water¬ 
boarding and a series of 
attorney dismissals in 2006.

said Corbin Gibson* a 
Senior Political Science 
major at UTM, “We don’t 
welcome war criminals 
into our city and much less 

mf 

our university. We want 

mf 

to call into account his 
actions regarding the Bill of 
Rights and also his actions 
rega rdi ng torture. ” 

Gibson played a large part 
in organizing the protest 


before the UTM fall break 
upon hearing that Gonzales 
would be speaking at the 
university. Many protesters 
joined a Facebook group 
telling them where to be and 
when to arrive the night of 
Gonzales* speech. 

“Under the UN 
declaration against torture — 
signed by Ronald Reagan — 
it mandates that all countries 
investigate or prosecute 
torture*” Gibson said. “Not 
doing so is a violation of 
international law.” 

Gibson referred to a 


number of controversies 
regarding wiretapping 

and prisoner treatment at 
G ua nta na mo B ay* Cuba* 
which led to Gonzales’ 
political resignation in 2007. 

While Gibson doesn’t 
expect Gonzales to be 
arrested because of a 
s tu de nt- o rga nized protest* 
he does believe it will raise 
awareness for the issue. As 
far as an actual arrest within 
U.S. borders* Gibson places 
that issue into the hands of 
President Obama. 

“Obama has said many 


times that he doesn't want to 
look in the past* he wants to 
look into the future*” Gibson 
said. “I disagree with this. I 
think it s our responsibility 
to prosecute such people* but 
we’ll see how it goes. I hope

Alberto Gonzales* former 
attorney general during the 
George W. Bush presidency 
and current teacher at Texas 
Tech came to UTM to speak 
with students on Oct. 29* 
2009. 

A mixed response was 

received by the controversial 
■■ 

figure* with some students 
and residents praising his 
service to the United States* 
with others calling that he 


be arrested and tried as a 
war criminal. While there 
were many moments where 

•r 

s tu de n ts 1 ou dly ap p la u de d 
Gonzales* others showed 
dissent by not standing or 
applauding at all during the 
thirty-minute speech. 

“I’ve noticed you have a 

J 

more trees on your campus 
then we do in the south plains 
down in Texas*” Gonzales said. 
“There’s one thing UT Martin 
and Texas Tech do have in 
common: both institutions 


attract smart and inquisitive 
students.” 

Gonzales spoke of his 
discussion with UTM I lonors 
students at the beginning 
of the speech* and also 
spoke of the three years he 
spent working under former 
president Bush. 

Gonzales spoke of his 
humble upbringing* the 
importance of strong values 
and morals in America. 

At one point* Gonzales 
referred to Americas war on 


terrorism. 

“President Wilson and 
Roosevelt engaged in massive 
collections of electronic 
communications during the 
first and second world war*” 
Gonzales said. “The collection 
performed by President Bush 
was much more narrow.” 

At this moment* a student 
in the crowd interjected with: 
“You lie!” After some quiet 
applause the speech continued. 

Gonzales also answered 
questions from UTM students 


and faculty after his speech. 

One student asked if it was 
constitutional to grant the 
president all necessary and 
appropriate force in times of 
war. 

“Is it constitutional? I would 
have to say yes,” Gonzales 
said. The student responded 
by politely saying he disagreed 
before stepping down. 

Gonzales answered a 
handful of questions overall 
before stepping down for the 
night.

It will be monitored* but 
student oriented and will 
showcase videos by UTM 
students. We plan to use it 
as a recruitment tool that is 
student-run*”Burgin added. 

Another project in the 
works will be of direct 
benefit to SGA: a video 
conferencing system tor 
die Legislative Chambers 
in the UC. This will make 
it possible for SGA to 
communicate with off-site 
campuses in the UT system 
during SGA meetings. 
Funding however* has not 
been approved yet. 

After previewing things to 
come* Burgin went back and 
praised the overall success 
of two major innovations 
on the UTM website. 

“First of all* we upgraded 
to Banner 8 this tall* and 
added several new features 
to the portal. Also* the 
Google Mail conversion 
was another success* despite 
some mix-ups with the 
faculty e-mail*” said Burgin. 

The issue with faculty 
e-mail was problem for 
many students who had

A common issue associated 
with college life is the problem 
with clinical depression* which 
is on the rise for students 
according to recent studies by 
the American College Health 
Association. 

According to an American 
College Health Association 
biannual study released last 
year* 47 percent of college 
students experience feelings of 
hopelessness and a striking 90 
percent feel overwhelmed with 
their college experience. 

Dr. Jennifer Keller* clinical 
coordinator of Counseling 
Services at UTM, says that 

' mf 

feeling overwhelmed is only 
one small part of the problem. 

“Depression affects 1 in 4 
women and 1 in 10 men* and 
the onset tends to be around 
the age people are in high 
school and college/'said Keller. 
“The third leading cause of 
death for ages 15 to 24 is 
suicide* and its the second 
leading cause of death for ages 
of 18 to 24.” 

Keller went on to say that 
the causes for depression in 
college students are much 
more complex than simply 
loneliness and stress. 


“Some of it has to do with 
societal stressors or some of it is 
genetic or physiological. We’re 
actually seeing an increase 
with students coming in with 
preexisting conditions/' Keller 
said. “I think some students are 
somewhat sheltered growing 
up and they’re introduced to 
drinking and smoking. They 
don't know how to cope 
with these things the right 
way. There can be a variety of

things.” 

Common problems that 
often cause depression for 
college students include issues 
with relationships* adjusting to 
being on your own* stresses 
from the classroom and 
exposure to drugs and alcohol. 

“Many students just never 
learn how to properly cope*” 
Keller said. “There’s a pretty 
wide representation of students 
from all walks of life coming in 
for counseling. It's common 
for students to try and put 
up a front for their problems* 
and this is an example of poor 
coping skills/' 

Keller stresses that one of 
the most important things a 
student can do is make sure 
that they manage their studies 
well enough that they have 
free-time for themselves. 

“Good time management 



and good self-care are vital for 
p reventing d ep re s si o n /' Keller 
said. “Good nutrition and 
exercise are important as well. 
Even the busiest person needs 
to make time for themselves. 
You have to be vigilant.” 

Symptoms for depression 
are relatively well-known. 

J 1 

although there are some lesser 
known signs that others may 
not immediately recognize. 

Difficulty concentrating 
can be a major hindrance 
for course work* and fatigue 
can make it difficult to go 
to class. Avoidant behavior 
can also be a hindrance to 
grades. Increased appetite can 
cause weight gain, which is a 
problematic symptom on its 
own. 


suffer from. During the wintry 
months* the diminished 
sunlight and lowered 
temperature can make coping 
with day-to-day situations

more difficult. Theorists 
suggest that the decreased 
amount of sunlight affects 
seratonin levels going to the 
brain. 

For th ose seeking 

treatment* facilities are 
available on campus don’t 
get impatient waiting for a 
slot to open.

Dr. Paul Higgs is doing 
something very interesting 
here at the University of

Tennessee at Martin. Dr. Higgs 
is an Assistant Professor who 
teaches Chemistry* Organic 
Chemistry and Biochemistry 
but during his off time he 
doubles as the coach and 
faculty advisor of UT-Martin’s 
own “Skyhawk Rugby Club”. 

The club is in its second year 
here at UTM* even though 
this is only Dr. Higgs’ third 
year at the school. When

asked about how the club got 
its start* Dr. Higgs said* “The 
Founding members of the 
club came to me because they

knew I was a former rugby 
player and a rugby referee and 
asked me to be the faculty 
advisor of the club”. He went 
on to say that he had been

involved with playing rugby 


The club usually plays 
around half a dozen warm¬ 
up games in the fall until 
competition begins. A few 
other teams on the schedule 
include Vanderbilt* Tennessee 
l ech* Lee* and Suwanee. 

For those who don’t know* 
rugby is different from football 
in many ways* although there 
are three major differences. 
Fhe first is the ball cannot be 
passed forward* instead* the 
ball moves laterally between

yers on the field. There are

no quarterbacks* but every 
player on the field is eligible to 
run and pass the ball. 

The second major difference 
is there is no blocking. In 
rugby* no player can shield or 
protect the ball carrier* and the 
only player that can be tackled 
is the one holding the ball. 

The third major difference 
is rugby’s play is continuous 
throughout the game. The

since he was a teenager liv ing 
in New Zealand. lie even 
played at the University of 
Canterbury and University 
of Auckland* which is also 
in New Zealand. Dr. Higgs 
says that he enjoys coaching 
because* like teaching* it gives 
people the opportunity to 
learn and discover new ideas 
and explanations. 

The club just played its first 
game of the season against 
the University of Memphis 
on Saturday* Oct. 3. UTM 
won the game 34-3. Although 
only about half of the team is 
made up of returning players* 
some of which were chosen 
to last year’s all-star team, Dr. 
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Higgs said* “the entire team 
performed very well”. The 
team is made up of around 
thirty players and they practice 
on Tuesday* Wednesday* and 
Thursday on the intramural 
fields. 


game is not stopped when 
the ball hits the ground or a 
player is tackled* instead* the 
player who is tackled must 
immediately drop the ball 
making it both teams eligible 
to get the ball.

Gonzales* who began 
teaching political science

the Situation Room and the 
F.B.I. Command Center* the 
students has the opportunity to 
talk to some who has actually 
participated in these major 


decisions and some of them 
arc controversial. I think that is 
important and that it is a good 
thing*” Gonzales said. 

Even with all of the 
c on tro versy s u r r o u n di ng 

Gonzales* he said the students 
at Texas Tech have responded 
to him in a positive way even 
though there arc who some 
do not agree with the actions 
he took while he was attorney 

mf 

general. 

“It s been very very positive. 
Not everyone is going to 
agree with the actions of other 
people. I was involved with 
some of the most controversial 
decisions in the history of 

mf 

our country People are going 
to disagree and I understand 
that. My job at Texas tech 
is not to defend the Bush 
administration* it is to explain 
It. The students can decide 
for themselves once they hear 
both sides. But* I think it has 
been very very positive. I think 
some of the students in my 
classroom have been engaged 
and they are asking great 
questions and I think they 
are generally interested with 


what I have to say about my 

mf mf 

experiences*" Gonzales said. 

The threat of domestic 
terrorism was a major concern 
to Gonzales as it is now with 
the current U.S. Attorney 

mf 

General* Eric Holder and the 
Obama administration. The 
recent uncovering of domestic 
terrorist plots and the arrests of 
those conspiring the terrorism 
plots proves that domestic 
terrorism is still a major threat 
to national security. Gonzales 

mf 

said he is generally pleased 
with the way the current 
administration is seeking out 
the plots. 

“We worried about 
homegrown terrorist during 
the Bush administration so this 
is not a concern that is unique 
to the Obama administration. 
We believed the threat to 
the United States is evolving 
and one of the treats to that 
change is homegrown terrorist. 
I am generally pleased with 
the fact that the Obama 
administration has continued 
many of the policies of the 
Bush administration. That may 
change over time because the 


circumstances may change*” 
Gonzales said. 

While in office Gonzales 
said he had many goals that he 
had hoped he could achieve. 
He talked about two goals in 
particular; preventing another 
September 11* and to focus 
on child predators and gang 
related violence. 

“I hoped that I would 
continue to play a role in an 
administration would prevent 
another 9/11 from happening 
and we succeeded. I focused 
on child predators. That was a 
big focus of mine. I advocated 
very publicly about the dangers 
of child predators* online 
predators. So that was a big 
focus. Gangs as well. I spent 
a lot of time with the U.S. 
Marshalls service and working 
with mayors about gangs and 
the dangers of gangs. So that 
was another big issue. Overall 
the president made clear the 
number one objective for the 
Ame ri c a n g over n me nt was th e 
protection of the United States 
and I'm happy with the role of 
the Department of Justice in 
the effort*” Gonzales said. 


History and Philosophy 
professor and Honors 
Programs Director* Dr. Dan 
McDonough* was involved in 
the selection of Gonzales as a 
speaker at UTM. 

He told The Pacer Gonzales 
was on a list of available 
speakers and he felt that the 
$14*500 rate for Gonzales 
attendance at UTM was 
extremely reasonable for a high 
profile speaker. 

“We 1 ve had several people of 
very high profile in the last few 
years and he is probably one 
who is cheaper. IVe tried to 
get an Attorney General from 
the past and that fee was three 
times higher than what he was 
charging," 

McDonough said the 
total budget for 8 university 
speakers is $16*000. He and 
Bud Grimes* Director of 
University Relations* said the 
funding for Gonzales came 
from several campus groups. 

The Honors Programs 
contributed $6*000; The 
College of Business and Global 
Affairs gave $5*000* First Year 
Initiative gave $1*500* Student 


Activities Council contributed 
$1,000 and the Division of 
Academic Affairs gave $ 1*000. 

The contract between 
UTM and The Greater 
Talent Network* Inc.* which 
rep resents ( jonzales*stated that 
compensation for Gonzales 
must remain confidential and 
could not be disclosed to third 
parties* exepept to comply with 
the Tennessee Public Records 
Act. 

McDonough said the 
confidentiality cause could 

mr 

be related to the fact that 
Gonzales usually charges 
much more than the $14*500 
he agreed to for UTM. 

“A lot of other institutions 
and groups pay him more than 
we do and I think that once 
that gets published* they see 
that and they re going to say 
‘How come Martin got him 
for tliis and we re paying top 
dolla r ’*” Me D o no ug h said. 

When asked about the 
reason for the confidentiality 
Gonzales simply said it was 
his decision and declined to 
provide more details. 


Faculty profile spotlight; Ray Watkins, martial arts instuctor

Ray Watkins is an adjunct 
self defense instructor at 
UTM. lie began teaching at 
UTM in 1992 before moving 
to Paducah* KY. He returned 
to Martin in 2003 and began 
teaching at UTM again. 

In 2003 he and his wife* 
Stephanie Watkins* established 
a martial arts school in Martin* 
TN called Evolution Martial 
Arts where they teach all ages 
ranging from four years old to 
adults. 


Watkins began learning 
martial arts when he was five 
years old while living in the 
Philippines. At the age of ten 
he moved to the United States. 

When asked why he began 
instructing martial arts* 
Watkins said in 1992 an 
instructor in Paducah asked 
him to teach a class and he has 
been instructing ever since. 

Watkins has obtained 
rankings in numerous types of 
martial arts. He holds a fourth 
degree black belt in Tae Kwon 
Do* although* he’s currendy 


working on obtaining his fifth 
degree. lie also holds a fourth 
degree black belt in Chinese 
Kcmpo and black belts in 

JUDO and Hap Kido. 

Apart from teaching at UTM 
Watkins offers various services 
to the community. Through 
Evolution Martial Arts lie 
hosts a summer program with 
the Martin I lousing Authority 
for at risk children. During the 
recent rape activity in Martin* 
Watkins hosted self defense 
seminars. He has worked in 
coordination with groups for

them in personal safety and 
in summer 2009 he led a self- 
defense demonstration at a 
4-H camp. 

Watkins wife said he has 
outstanding values which he 
seeks to teach to the children 
and people he instructs. She 
said lie puts a lot of emphasis 
on training and discipline. 

Marie Smith* UTM student* 
said about Watkins* “IVe heard 
great things about him. lies 
a community asset that cares

about the community* the 


students* the kids.” 

At Evolution Martial Arts* 
Watkins seeks to make martial 
arts available to as many

as possible. Pie offers self- 
defense classes for five dollars 
per class or $95 per month 
and he offers complimentary 
classes for active military and

police officers. 

Not only does martial arts 
penetrate Watkins professional 
life but also his personal. It 
was through martial arts that 
Watkins originally met and 
eventually reunited with his 


wife* Stephanie. Watkins 

was Stephanies kickboxing 

instructor in 1997 in Paducah.

something happens.” 

One UTM student attended 
the protest garbed in trash 
bags, a nod to the leaked Abu 
Ghraib prison photographs 
released earlier this decade. 

Others are outraged that 
the high-profile Gonzales was 
invited to UTM in the midst of 
a bleak financial situation. Dr. 
Charles Hammond, assistant 
professor of English and 
Modern Foreign Languages 
and German instructor, said 
campus money is better spent 
elsewhere. 

“I think it is outrageous that 
in a time of extreme budget 
constraints the university is 
paying this man who resigned 
in disgrace tens of thousands 
of dollars to come here and 
try to whitewash his name,'' 
said Ilammond. “I dont use 
the term criminal lightly. From 
approving warrantless wiretaps 
on millions of Americans to 
justifying torture, this man used 


his position not as a means of 
enforcing but of circumventing 
the law, especially for his friend 
George W. Bush.” 

According to the contract 
with Greater lalent Network — 
the firm representing Gonzales 
— the university agreed to pay 
114,500 per engagement with 
the former attorney general 
on July 29 of this year, with a 
maximum liability of 115,500. 
It is unclear as to whether the 
contract considers Gonzales* 
individual meetings with the 
press as a separate engagement. 

“There s a reason [GonzalesJ 
is not being invited to speak 
at his alma mater, Harvard, or 
any reputable larger research 
institution,” Hammond said. 
“At those institutions, most 
of the faculty and students 

mf 

know about his past and want 
nothing to do with him. And 
rightly so.” 

Another student, Sean 
Boers, a freshman Nursing 


major, held an opposing 
viewpoint to the protesters. 
Boers said that the allegations 
associated with Mr. Gonzales 
are unwarranted because those 
actions occurred outside his 
realm of responsibility* 

“Mr. Gonzales: yes, lies done 
some good stuff and yes, he s 
done some bad stuff. Is he 
responsible for torture? No. 
Its not his role,” Boers said. 
“[The protesters] are obviously 
making reference to the Abu 
Ghraib incident. That s not his 
responsibility.Its not.” 

Boers was referring to the 
Abu Ghraib prison incident 
that occurred during the early 
half of the decade, where 
seve ral p risoners were subjected 
to physical and psychological 
torture. The investigation into 
the prison resulted in 11 Army 
soldiers being convicted of 
various charges related to the 
incidents and the formation 
of the Army 201st Military 


Intelligence Battalion in 2006. 

“I personally believe that to 
be the negligence of military 
commanders and military 

individuals who did that,” 
Boers said. “I don t believe that 
federal government policy was 
the extent that those things 
happened. Yes, government 
policy may hold harsher 

interrogation standards or 

whatever you want to call it. 

j 

But in general, no, that s not 
Mr. Gonzales’ ballpark.” 

Another protester, Elbon 
Klipatric k from Jackson,Tenn., 
was a federal corrections 
chaplain and spiritual adviser to 
now-deceased Oklahoma City

bomber Timothy McVeigh. 
Kilpatrick believes Gonzales' 
presence raises theological and 
moral issues, not just political 
ones. 

“I protest Christian 
involvement in the war, or any 
form of homicide, whether 
it’s abortion, death penalty, 


euthanasia but specifically 
tonight in regards to the war,” 
Kilpatrick said. “Christians 
should not be involved 
in any state-supported 

killing. Christians should 
be consistently following 
Jesus' command to love their 
enemies.” 

Kilpatrick also said 

Christians should not be 

involved in government. He 

ci t e s ( j o nzale s’ i nvo lvem e n t 

with the Bush administration 

and the Iraq war as a direct 

conflict with Christian 

teachings, which originally 

fo rb id C hri s tia n i nvolvem e n t 

in any war before the Roman

Emperor Constantine changed 
these laws in the 4th century.

Kilpatrick protested by 
holding a sign that read: “Love 
your enemies — Jesus; Kill your 
enemies — Military.” 

“I believe Jesus is anti¬ 
military,” Kilpatrick said. 
“The powers that be were 


threatened by him because he 
was introducing something 
new into religious thinking: 
the love of enemies.” 

Gonzales said during his 
speech that the success of 
Obamas presidency relies 
more on the U.S. engagement 
with Afghanistan and Iraq 
than anything else. 

The University of Florida in 
Gainesville, Fla. made national 
news two years ago when a 
protester dressed as a detainee 
walked onto the stage during 
Gonzales' speech. 

In 2008, a Spanish court 
announced it would begin an 
investigation into whether 
Gonzales broke international 
law by providing the Bush 
administration a legal 
framework and basis for the 
torture of thwarted detainees 
at Guantanamo Bay.

Knoxvi e man awaits verdict on torture, murder charges 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (AP) 

- The jury will have to wait 
another day before deliberat- 
ing charges against Lemari- 
cus Davidson, the man inves¬ 
tigators say was the leader in 
the torture deaths of a young 
Knoxville couple. 

Prosecutor Takisha Fitzger¬ 
ald spent nearly two hours 
Monday reviewing the finger¬ 
prints, shoes, weapons, phone 
records and witness accounts 
that allegedly tied him to 
the January 2007 carjacking 
deaths of 21-year-old Chan- 
non Christian and 23-year-old 

mf 

Christopher Newsom. 

But Judge Richard 
Baumgartner decided to wait 
until Tuesday morning to give 


Davidsons lawyers a chance 
to respond, and then make his 
final charge to the seven men 
and five women on the jury. 

Davidson, who is 28, didn’t 
take the stand. His lawyers 
told the judge that it was Da¬ 
vidson's decision not to testify. 

The Memphis native is 
charged with 46 counts - in¬ 
cluding first-degree murder, 
kidnapping and rape. 

Although his DNA was 
found on Christian’s body and

clothes, and his gun was simi¬ 
lar to the unconfirmed weapon 
that killed Newsom, the de¬ 
fense portrayed Davidson as a 
bystander and drug dealer, not 
a killer.

“Certification is more or 
less a formality than anything 
redly. Anyone can be a ghost 
hunter but you must be

certified in order to take on 
clients professionally. While 
I also trained as an instructor 
I had to attend special classes 
and take lots of tests and 
fieldwork (236 cases total) to 
just become one. It took 3 years 
just to get an instructor s credit. 
But a regular investigator can 
take a few days.” McCasland 


said. 

Although many people may 
have doubts or reservations 
about such a group* McCasland 
feels that his team is a 
professional group that stays 
away from the stereotypes 
many may associate with ghost 
hunting. 

“We are social scientists 
because we study people 
and their perception. We do 
legit scientific research by 
using various methods that 
integrate physics* sociology, 
physics* and psychology on 
our investigations as well 
as tools such as the EMF 
(Electro-Magnetic Field) 
meter* Thermometer* Audio/ 
Video tools and various other 
things*” McCasland said. “We 
do not practice anything doing 
with the occult such as Ouija 
Boards, seances or any divinity

tools primarily because you 
cant back those up with 
science.” 

PRISM currently consists

of seven core investigators* 
and McCasland hopes to take 
on recruits throughout the 
semester and expand the group

M c C asl an d ac kn o wledge d 
the possibility of controversy 
surrounding the topic of life 
after death* yet he felt the 
members of PRISM are united 
by a common goal. 

“I am a firm Christian and

Daniel Vargason performed 
his Senior Percussion Recital 
Sunday night at 7:30 pm in 
the Humanities Auditorium. 

Vargason has been 
practicing percussion since 
he was in middle school and 
is working on his Bachelor's 
degree in Music with the 
Mu sic E d uca tion Option. 
Vargason stated that he 
had been preparing for this 
recital since last spring and 
plans to participate in a 
Graduate School Program 
at the University of 
Kentucky after lie graduates 
from UTM in May. 

The pieces were 
performed in dim lighting 
and all pieces were picked by 
Vargason himself. The first 
piece was played with alighted 
background projection behind 
Vargason. 

Fertility Rites was derived 
from the throat songs of the 
Innit.The songs was originally 
a fertility ritual, demonstrating 
a sharnanistie mating call that 
women performed while men 
were out hunting. 

The second piece was 
performed on the snare drum 
and is called Symphonic 


Dances for Solo Snare Drum. 
This piece was derived from 
three orchestral excerpts that 
are among the most requested 
works placed on audition lists 
for percussion vacancies in 
pr ofes s i on al or chestra s. 

The first movement was 
based on “The Birth of Kije” 


Suite; and the third movement 
was from the material 
in “Movement III” and 
“Movement IV” of Rimsky- 
Korsakov s S cheherazade 

Symphonic Suite. 

The third piece* Interzones* 
for vibraphone soloist and 
tape was commissioned by 
percussionist Timothy Adams 
and completed in 1996 at the 
Indiana University Center 
for Electronic and Computer 
Music. 

Samples of guitar 


saxophone* snare drum and 
vibraphone along with a host 
of others from the Center's 
library were sequenced using 
Digital Performer to create 
the tape part. Though the 
piece is essentially abstract* 
many sounds and gestures 
within these zones evoked 


of these instruments 
prompts a suggestion by the 
composer that* although a 
conventional hi-liat could 
be used* 'a remote hi-liat 
and pedal would make the 
performance more efficient.' 

The hand/foot dexterity 
of a good drum set player 
was re qu i red th rough o ut. 
The player must maintain a 
rhythmic ostinato in the right 
hand on one drum while the left 
adds a two-drum commentary 
and the lii-hat embellishes 
the right-hand pattern. This 


piece proved that percussion 
techniques and instruments 
commonly utilized in two 
d i ft er en t p er for m an ce are as 
can be successfully combined 
to produce entertaining and 
exciting solo literature. 

Before playing his last piece 
Vargason took time to thank 
the SAI Sorority* Dr. Julie 
I Iill and everyone present for 
their support. He also asked 
the audience to “reflect on the 
people that they have gained 
and lost.” He dedicated his 
last piece to his grandfather 
and proceeded to play From 
My Litde Islcon* Movement 
III* Dance of Passion. From 
My Little Island is a theme 
and variations in the form 
of seven studies in perpetual 
motion. It is so pleasing to the 
ear that the technical ability 
required for its performance 
is deceivingly challenging. 

“I found this work to be 
the most demanding yet 
rewarding of the marimba 
works I have played so far*” 
stated Vargason. 

Vargason hopes to hold a 
percussion teaching position 
at a high school or university. 
The recital had a good turnout 
and refreshments were served 
in room 204 afterwards.

The new suspenseful crime 
drama* Law Abiding Citizen* 
starring Jamie Foxx (Any 
Given Sunday* Ray) and 
Gerard Butler (300* P.S. I 
Love You) released Oct 16th 
and is better than advertised.

free. After pleading down one 
of the attackers to only three 
years* Foxx drives Butler into 
a plan of retribution against 
a corrupt system that allows 
vicious criminals to roam the 
streets free. Butler's character* 
feeling like he was let down 
by the system* purposely gets 


himself locked up in prison 
and then into solitary.

This match was used to 
raise money to fight ALS, 
also known as Lou Gehrigs 
disease, and it honored redshirt 
freshman Ellce Agees mother, 
who recently lost her battle 
with the disease. 

“We usually do a 'dig pink 
tor breast cancer* and Ellees 
mom v r as diagnosed in March 
so it was something that we 
w r ere already thinking about/ 5 
assistant coach Kristi Fiorillo 
recalled. “We decided to do it 
probably around September. 
Its something that I just kind 
of talked to Ellee about/ 5 

“I contacted the chapter 
in Memphis for the ALS 
association and I talked with 
the woman there about the 
different things we could do. 
Ellee s sister and brother both 
came to the game and were 
down on the floor. She told 
me some information about 
her mom, but I took care of 
everything else/ 5 Fiorillo said. 

“ALS (amyotrophic 

lateral sclerosis) involves the 
breakdown of certain nerves 
going to muscles, and when 
the outer cover breaks down 
and becomes sclerotic or 
scarred, those nerves no longer 


function," said Dr. David Pitts, 
UTM professor of Biological 
Sciences. “Consequently, the 
persons muscles wont work 
well and that’s when the 
person begins to stumble and 
not be able to do things in a 
coordinated fashion. They first 

mf 

noticed that Lou Gehrig had 
trouble standing up. He was 
stumbling. There isn’t anything 
wrong with the muscles they 


simply aren’t being stimulated 
by the nerves." 

“Consequently we have Lou 
Gehrig’s disease. Amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis, sclerosis means 
scarring. There is scar tissue 
forming on those nerve cells 
and it maybe in multiple places 
with many nerves involved. It’s 

mf 

a vc rv g rad u al, p logi c s s ive, a nd 
virtually 100 percent lethal 
condition and we do not know 


what causes it," Pitts said. 

“An example of ALS that I 
have seen was in Dr.Tom Greer, 
who worked in Ag Economics 
here at UTM," Pitts said. 
“He died of ALS last year. It 

mf 

progressed rapidly from the 
beginning of the term, where 
he could walk, to the end of the 
term, when he could not walk. 
It all occurred over the course 
of about five months. He went 


from walking fine, to using a 
cane, to riding in a wheelchair, 
and eventually was bedridden. 
He eventually died of lung 
failure. Ills rib cage muscles 
would not contract so he could 
not breathe," said Pitts. 

Although the Skyhawks did 
not defeat TSU that night, 
they were quite successful in 
their fight against ALS. 

“Last year we raised $2*500

and our goal was to raise more 
than that. We still have money 
coming in but I think we are 
going to hit around that same 
mark, which is awesome," 
Fiorillo said.
